WU Persevere To The End 

“Tt is imporative that the conditions 
for peace should not mean the ruin 
of the State. I am willing to sacrifice 
Bladly my life by upholding my prin- 
ciples and bringing them to realiza- 
tion, if these principles will restore 
China and bring her a new life. 

“Therefore I shall never be brought 
to forsake my prineiples by a threat 
of bodily harm, nor will T alter my. 
views because of groundless rumours 
‘nd accusations. ‘This is the frst point 
wish to make clear for the sake of 
the nation’ 

“During the present hostilities, both 
Jopan and China have undergone 
calamities and privations unparal- 
Toled in their history. In China, the 
lives and properties’ of the people 
have been lost in the zone of hos- 
tilts, Even those who have been 
sible to escape from the calamities of 
‘war, had to flee from the coastal re- 

jions. first to the Wuhan area, thence 
into the deep interior, such as Yunnan 
‘and Kwveichow.

CLEARING THE AIR 
Aprit 5. 

‘Out of the welter of speeches which have 
been made on the international situation in 
Europe two important facts emerge, the one 
that Mr. Chamberlain has become convinced 
of his original mistake in placing too much 
confidence in the assurances of Munich, and 
‘he other that by his change of policy he has 
seated himself so firmly in the saddle that 
he may regard the possibility of a general 
election at the present time, ox perhaps, 
tater in the year with the utmost confidence. 
His speech in the House of Commons on 
‘Tuesday Is not to be taken as a recantation 
of his earlier convictions. He is still a map 
fof peace, will sock peace by every means 
within his power, but he has made it as clear 
‘as day that he will not tolerate any attempt 
by the dictator powers to create a hegemony 
in Europe, or to sccure further expansion 
by the utilization of force against the smaller 
countries, ‘That has been a traditional British 
policy, as completely applied during the 
Napoleonic era as it is to be hoped it. will 
be applied in the event of developments in 
the future which it is to be hoped will bo 
averted, It has never suited the British book 
that any one State should dominate the Con- 
finent, and what has happened during tho 
months since September last, is that Britain 
has been obliged to revert to an old policy, 
which it was at one time thought had been 
‘abandoned once, and for all. ‘Therein lies 
the strength of Mr. Chamberlain so far as 
domestic politics are concerned. ‘The adop- 
tion of the same policy as that of Pitt in 
the early years of last century has deprived 
parliamentary Opposition of its ability to 
‘oppose,—at least on the question of Britain's 
relationships with the rest of Europe. The 
Prime Minister has enunciated principles in 
this connection which are wholly acceptable 
to the official Opposition, and those numer- 
‘ous erities who have been so clamant against 
him sinee the betrayal at Munich, when Mr, 
Chamberlain was cozened into a sense of 
false security from which, fortunately, he 
has been awakened by the actions of Herr 
Hitler himself. 

‘The opinion was widely held that Mr. 
Chamberlain's retention of office depended 
Imost entirely upon the success of his ap~ 
peasement plan, which in turn depended 
completely upon'the degree of good faith with 
which Herr Hitler fulfilled his assurances. 
It was even thought that 2 betrayal of those 
assurances might lead to the disappearance 
of Mr, Chamberlain from British polities. 
‘The reverse has happened. ‘The National 
Government hias behind it the support of all 
parties in Britain, the rest of the Empire, and 
the moral support of countries which’ still 
believe in the inherent ‘good qualities in the 
doctrine of democracy. ‘There has been no 
‘more: signifieant a development in British 
polities for many years past. It is a pity 
that the question of confidence was not in~ 
cluded in Tuesday's debate on foreign-affairs. 
‘That not having been raised there could be 
no question of a division, Had there been, it 
would undoubtedly have been one of the 
most important political gestures which a 
legislative body could possibly have made 
the picture of a practically unanimous House

ing doubts that might exist as to the com- 
pleleness of the support which is now being] 
given to the Prime Minister. And more ; 
it would have spoken to the world at large as| 
no one persoh ever can, and would have sup~ 
ported the Prime Minister's expressed belief’ 
that the whole nation is now united in op-' 
proval of what he hes said and the aim’ 
and purpose which lie behind it. Not that 
there can be any doubt about how matte: 
now stand. Nothing has been more clerr 
cut, and straightforward than the speeches 
which have been delivered by the Prime’ 
Minister and Lord Halifax. There is no 
question of Britain following any aggressive 
policy, but. it will most certainly offer every’ 
possible resistance to any further attempts: 
fat aggression which may be made in Europe, 
and it is not improbable that in the not too’ 
distant future Great Britain will find her- 
self pledged to assist any European country 
which may become the vielim of such action. 

It is an unhappy fact that these latest 
developments do not at the present time tend 
towards the perfection of a peaceful under~ 
‘standing amongst the European Powers. By 
that it is not meant that there has been any. 
more appreciable advance towards hostilities 
than ever before. ‘That is patently not true, 
for in view of ail that has happened what-| 
‘ever progress towards appeasement it was 
thought had been made at Munich was en- 
tirely iMusory. The situation has consequent 
ly not worsened in this respect since Septem~ 
Ver last, Indecd it may be said to have: 
improved by reason of the fact that Great 
Britain, France and the rest of the non~ 
totalitarian states are no longer living in that 
fool's paradise, which the undoubted in- 
genuity of Herr Hitler had devised. That 
docs not render the situation any the less 
serious. While it is hoped that the world is 
still a long way from war, it is nevertheless 
‘obvious that it is also a very long way away 
from peace, and the problem which still con~ 
fronts Europe is as to how progress can be| 
made towards that delectable destination. 
‘At the moment it docs not appear that much 
of an advance can be made. There is, un- 
happily, at the moment no definite stable 
point from which it is possible to progress, 
for until it is again practical to place some 
reliance in the good faith of the dictator sys- 
fem there is no foundation upon which a| 
peaceful structure can be erected. In the’ 
atmosphere of suspicion, and distrust, which 
at present exists, the only guarantee for: 
peace is a healthy respect for the other: 
fellow's strength. ‘That this means a peace: 
based upon force has regretfully 10 be ad~ 
mitted, but things being as they are what! 
other alternative is possible? The sum total 
of all that has happened then is that the: 
initiative for war still remains where it has| 
‘always been, in Herr Hiller’s hands, but it 
is also clear that in the minds of Mr. Cham- 
berlain, his Ministers, Parliament and_ the 
Empire at large there is no question of 
cowardly surrender to aggressors, 





























ITALY AND ALBANIA 
Aprit 6. 


While there have been rumours, and denials 
which have brought about an atmosphere of 
mystery regarding what is happening between 
Italy and Albania, it may be of interest to 
review the relationships between the two 
countries, and their recent developments. 
Italy is brought into opposition with the Little 
Entente mainly from a desire to maintain 
‘complete control of the Adriatic Sea, and her 
consequent hostility to the Yugo-Slav de- 
velopment on the Dalmatian coast. By the 
treaty of 1919 Maly gained the Austrian port 
of ‘Trieste. Later she seized Fiume. The 
‘Treaty of Rapallo gave her the port of Zara 
and the island of Lagosta. She also exercised 
what amounts to a virtual protectorate ov 
Albania, made an independent state after the| 
Balkan war of 1913, largely in order to keep 
‘Yugo-Slavia, then Serbia, from the Adriatic! 
coastline, which she has since attained. The| 
harbour of Valona, immediately opposite the 
heel of the Italian “boot,” is obviously of first 
class strategi 
for the economic development of Albania is! 
controlled by Italian banks, and military. 
roads have been built through the country’ 
right up to the boundaries of Yugo-Slavia. 
Generally speaking it may be said that the, 
position of Albania in relation to Italy and 
the Adriatic Sea may with some justice be 
‘compared with that of Cuba with relation to 
the United States and the Caribbean. When 
the Balkan Pact was signed by Greeee, 
Rumania, Turkey and Yugo-Shavia, Bulga 
so that complete 
v ined. In 1937 as a 
result of a visit by Count Ciano to Albania 
certain agreements were entered into, which 
it is now claimed amounted to the defensi 
alliance which the “Gazeta del Mezzo 
Giormo” states is the subject of conversations 
for the purpose of further reinforcement. The 
general attitude of Albania towards this alli 
nce is best shown by the declaration made 
by M. Libohova, the Albanian Foreign Minis~ 
ter, on the occasion of Count Ciano’s visi 
when he referred to “unshakable fidelity” 10 
the alliance binding the two countries.

very formidable. If Maly does in fact decide 
to jand troops in Albania it can be only for 
such a purpose, and to offset whatever over- 
tures are being made to secure adhesion of 
the Balkan states to the mutual defence 
‘agreement which Great Britain is sccking to 
negotiate. It has been suggested that the re~ 
cent occupation of the Czech provinces. has 
caused a wave of Pan-Slav feeling which has 
turned the minds of many Yugo-Slavs 
towards the British anti-aggression plan. 
‘That may very well be the ease, but if Yugo- 
Slavia does in the event refrain from joining 
it, it will without a doubt be duc to the fact 
that as matters stand at present she could be 
subjected to a dual pressure which she might 
find it not a little dificult to resist even with 
the outside assistance which such a plan 
would provide. 

If then these latest developments between 
aly, and Albania mean anything at all. they 
probably represent the first reply of the 
Rome-Berlin axis to the anti-aggression plan 
which has been proposed by Mr. Chamberlain, 
‘There is no question of anything being forced 
upon the Albanian government for th 
been bound to Italian interests for a consider= 
able time past, and may be regarded as the 
spearhead of Italian influence in the Balkan 
peninsula, ‘The strength of the Italian posi 
tion is to be found in the friendly’ relations 
which King Zogu has always maintained with 
Rome, and for that reason the contention that 
whatever negotiations are proceeding between 
the two governments are at his explicit re 
quest is probably perfectly true. How far in 
the event of Albania being used to bi 
pressure to bear upon Yugo-Slay 
Greece those countries would be forced to 
abandon their present position or any they 
may be contemplating in the future is some 
thing which cannot be foreseen. Fidelity to 
the Little Entente would suggest that mutual 
assistance amongst the countries party to it 
would present Italy with a problem not quite 
so easy of solving as it would be in the’ 
absence of a common understanding. The 
four nations signatory to that Little Entente; 
could offer very considerable resistance to any. 
attempt by the Dictators to bring them under: 
control, and more particularly so in the event. 
of that general conflagration which is to 
be foreseen should dictatorial aggression be 
manifested. At the same time the diffusion 
of effort which would be inevitable on the 
part of the Axis Powers would in itself tend 
fo some degree of weakness, pro} not 
great at the outset of trouble, but something, 
which could be expected to increase ay. 
hostilities continued. In the circumstances, 
therefore, this Italian move need not nec 
sarily mean the collapse of Mr. Chamberlaii 
scheme so far as the Balkans are concerned. 
It may defer success for a time, but the; 

terests of the Balkan States are such that) 
iey must look somewhere for assistance, 
which is not to be afforded at the cost of 
their independence.

Tt need not necessarily 
mean th; that particular night the 
British Navy was expecting an air-raid and 
were prepared for it, ‘The surrounding 
facts deny that; it may be taken for granted 
that if that is what was meant the very 
banquet at which the First Lord was speak~ 
ing would not have been held. ‘The only 
reasonable view which can be taken of the 
statement is that the Navy was prepared 
for all and any emergencies as it very rightly 
should be in such days of tension, Would it 
be any more of a blazing indiscretion to 
state that the British fleet is ready to go into 
action at any moment and on the shortest 
notice? If any statement were made to the 
contrary it would definitely not be believed 
by those who might expect to have to meet 

Lord Stanhope’s statement may be 
criticised as being in the circumstances some~ 
hat superfluous, but it is difficult to under~ 
stand why it should be regarded so seriously. 
If it were meant to create the impression that 
the Navy is at any time ready to defend 
itself, that is a statement which the British 
axpayer will regard with the utmost satis- 
faction. If the Navy were not in such a 
position those in charge of it would not be 
worthy of the positions they are holding, 
Axain it may be suggested that such a speech 
= 
ndicating a belief that a war may some 
lay start without any formal declaration 
but with something in the nature of a sur= 
prise bombing. Is it so heinous an offence 
to contemplate that possibility in view of all 
that has been happening during these last 
two or three years? It cannot on the other 
hand be contended that Lord Stanhope made 
any devastating revelations likely to harm 
cither the Interests of the Navy or the 
nation as a whole, for placed in its proper 
perspective it merely reveals a naval disposi- 
tion that night which would normally be 
expected in stich cireumstanees, 

Mr. Chamberlain by his request to the 
Press that Lord Stanhope’s speech should 
not be published or alternatively that it 
should not be ascribed any particular im= 
portance made almost as big a mistake a 
his First Lord. He added very considerably 
to the sensation, for the British Press is 
suspicious of these attempts at control even 
by suggestion, while attempts at suppression 
invariably ereate more sensation than if the 
whole thing had been disregarded, and 
action against Lord Stanhope deferred in 
the ordinary way.

Torships teust ‘one anothe 
GIBRALTAR 
Aprit 1, 


In view of the general situation in Europe 
today's anniversary, that of the cession of 
Gibraltar to Great’ Britain, is of singular 
interest. ‘Though the peninsula which had 
‘been fortified ever since the time of Tariq in 
‘711 was captured from the Spanish by 
British and Netherland forces in 1704, it 








entered into British possession to pass| 
through eventful times which may prove to 
be the precursor of more stirring times to 
come. British possession did ‘not go un- 
challenged, and it was not until almost a 
century later that struggles for its possession, 
ceased with the conclusion of the four 
year siege, from 1779 to 1783, a struggle the 
details of which are fled with that spirit 
which the world has come to recognize. as 
typically British, ‘That siege was a time| 
when British fortitude, and endurance were 
faxed to the utmost, when gallant feats: 
carried supplies to the beleaguered forlress, 
and British ingenuity improved upon the| 
seant facilities for defence at its disposal, 
made effective discoveri@ in the art of 
gunnery as known in those days, and even- 
tually fought off the floating batteries, which’ 
were sent against it in a final attempt to 
reduce the stronghold, with the red hot iron| 
shot which proved so’ destructive that even 
tually every one of the battering ships, pro- 
tected as was best possible, had either been| 
blown up, or burnt to the water line. Outgun- 
ned, having less than one hundred pieces of 
artillery, the garrison fired 8,300 rounds, 
with such decisive result that though in 
1801 there were rumours of a combined| 
Spanish and French attack upon the strong- 
hold it came to nothing, owing to the defeat} 
of the Spanish at Algeciras by Admiral 
Saumarez. From 1783 the history of the 
Rock has been practically uneventful. It had| 
become the British watch tower on her im- 
erial sea routes, as important before Suez, 
as it undoubtedly was afterwards. 

Of the importance of Gibraltar to the 
British Empire there cannot bé the slightest 
doubt. Situated at the western end of the! 
Mediterranean it is as important a control 
of the sea routes passing through to Suez. 
and the Far East, as Aden at the farther’ 
extremity of the Red Sea. It is possible that 
temporary setbacks may in the event of war| 
somewhat change the situation in the| 
Mediterranean itself, but so long as those| 
‘outposts of Empire are maintained, ultimate 
control will still remain int the hands of the 
British. It is conceivable that in the event 
of a European war Gibraltar will be sub-| 
Jected to desperate attacks for the purpose 
of its subjugation. Already there are signs 
that such attacks will not come from the| 
sea as in the past, but from the land, and| 
reports to the effect that fortifications are 
being built in Spanish territory within gun 
range of Gibraltar seem to be sulficient cor= 
roboration of the view that such an attempt 
has been considered by those nations which 
believe that they will ultimately find them- 
selves at war with Great Britain and her! 
allies. The late Governor of Gibraltar in a 
recent speech declared that at the time of| 
the crisis in September last year the penin= 
sula was badly equipped with air defence, 
alloging that there were only four anti-air~ 
craft guns on the Rock, two at either end. 
That, fortunately has since been’ remedied, 
and even he is understood to be sufficiently’ 
satisfied with the equipment which has since 
been supplicd. ‘The manner in which the! 
Rock itself has been honeycombed with gal- 
levies suggests that it is eapable of withstand 
ing the most powerful punishment by gunfire! 
and aerial bombardment, and so far as the! 
wit of man ean make any position impregn-| 
able it may be said that Gibraltar has so| 
been made. But there is not only  the| 
material and positional strength of the place| 
to be considered. Behind them both is the 
British realization that in such places as| 
Gibraltar.the future of the Empire rests. 

‘That is reinforced by the determination| 
t, come what may, Gibraltar shall not pass| 

other hands if British valour, and deter~ 
mination can prevent it. The combination of! 
material and psychological facts makes. the 
Rock one of the very keystones of the Em-' 
pire, and, though attempts against it may be| 
expected’ in the future if present trends 
develop unfavourably, there need be little 
fear that if a struggle does eventuate Gibral- 
tar will emerge from it still in the possession 
of that Empire which has known how to 
value it during the 226 years of ownership. 
Its defence presents problems which have! 
not been evidenced during that lengthy period. 
Short of the defeat of the British Navy, 
does not appear that there is much probal 
ty of its being subjected to a naval attack, 
Rather does it seem likely that a potentiai 
enemy would seek to reduce the fortress by: 
bombardment from Jand batteries, and then| 
to advance troops over the narrow isthmus 
n an endeavour to reduce the stronghold. 
‘That may present a somewhat different prob-| 
tem from those which have been posed. in| 
the past, and there can be little doubt that| 
in schemes for the defence of Gibraltar that 
possibility has been taken into full account. 
Control of the Straits of Gibraltar is as im- 
perative to Great Britain as it is to France. 
‘The latter’s concern is that the fortress] 
commands the sea routes between Franee, 
and her possessidns in north Africa. Those| 
might be endangered from the operations of 
an enemy Power in the Mediterranean, but 
Gibraltar, will provide a convenient ‘base 
from which to conduct a defence of those| 
sea routes, while there is also the fot to) 
be remembered, that no matter which 
nation secures dominance of the Mediterran- 
‘ean, the success is not complete until it has 
been able to pass unhindered out into the open’ 
world. ‘That will have to be fought for, and 
the world may rest satisfied that such a

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Severed Relations 


‘The Easter action of the Evangelical Church 
in Nazi Germany in severing relations with the 
Archbishop of Canterbury because of his alleg~ 
‘ed “anti-Nazi agitation and Bolshevik. tenden- 
fies” should not cause the British prolate a 
moment's worry. It would not be surprising 
{to learn that this was the first intimation to 
the Church of England that relations which 
could be severed existed between it and the 
German chureh, outside those relations: which 
must inevitably bind together those who strive 
with a common purpose towards the Teatization 
of Christ's Kingdom upon earth. And it can 
hardly be believed that the German leaders in- 
tend to intimate that eo-operation in this caus 
[which is after all the principal raison détre of 
all churches, is to be discontinued because of 
political differences. “Unfortunately the German 
cchureh is divided, and that part of it whleti has 
been unable to incorporate ‘sections of the Ni 
tonal Socialist ideology in its creed has ‘been 
firmly repressed. ‘The beliet that war is an end 
in itself, which is entertained by many of the 
Nazi leaders, is incompatible with a religion 
that preaches pesce on earth, and goodwill; and 
thus a large number of German Protestants 
hhave been forced into conscientious disagree- 
ment with thelr authorities which no amount of 
political interference with the leadership of the 
Evangelical Church has been able to change. 
‘Though there is margin enough to disagree with 
the Archbishop of ‘Canterbury's utterances on 
international affairs on many points, His Grace 
has been in the best company in‘urging the 
Preservation of peace and. deploring the 
doctrine of force which is the weapon of power 
diplomacy.

Warships Arrive at Nanchang 
‘Shanghai, Apr. 4 
ese warships engaged ‘in 
opening a navigating channel on the 
Kan River arrived at Nanchang at 
1.20 pam. yesterday, according to a 
communiqué issued by the headquar- 
ters of the Japanese China Sea Fleet. 

The naval units erushed stubborn 
resistanee Ly Chinese troops on both 
banks of the river “and overeame 
muy difficulties. 

With their arrival at Nanchang 
Japanese warships. which had been 
‘operating on the Kan River since the 
capture of Wuchengehen on March 
24 were in complete control of the 
Fiver for a stretch of 35 miles below 
Nanchang. 

Since they started moving up the 
Kan River following the capture of 
Wuchengchen the warships advanced 
to Nanchang in a period of ten days 

ml succeeded in opening six strongly 
‘Duilt barriers, while landing parties 
overcame the resistance of Chinese 
troops on both banks. 

Sixty mechanical mines were dis 
posed of on the river by. more thi 
20 warships which reached Nanchang. 
‘Although the distance is comparative 
ly short the Chinese had closed the 
river so completely at various places 
that the naval forces had to surmount 
numerous difficulties, the communiqué 
added,

‘Japanese sentries patrolling the 
lines on the outskirts of this occu~ 
pled city last Friday were amazed 
fat the sight of a long column of 
bewhiskered, "grimy, sunburned sol 
diers "and." booty-iaden oxen and 
donkeys plodding into Wuning trom

Rushing out to meet thelr unknown 
comrades, garrison offers learned 
that they belonged to the Waka- 
‘matsu Delachment—famed for its 
valour at Hankow-Arekking into 
‘Wuning after campaigning for twelve 
days in the Kiuling “Mountains and 
defeating 100,000 Chinese troops. 

Disclosure today of the exploits of 
this “Alpine detachment,” which 
tramped 170 km. on mouniain trails 
s=many so hazardous that lives often 
depended on a few inches of earth 
‘and the sure feet of stolid donkeys 
“gave the Wakamatsu Detachment 
the distinction of having taken part 
in one of the most spectacular 
manquvees of the ‘entire campaign 
south of the Siu River, 

‘Starting its operations at Loki on 
‘March 20, the detachment | crossed 
the Siv River under fire at Chinkeu, 
eight kilometres west of Loki, on 
‘March 21. 

‘At Yangehow, 24 km. south of 
Loki, the detachment defeated 1,000 
Chinese on March 24, taking about 
80 prisoners among ' whom were 
commanders of @ battalion and a

‘After the victory at Yangchow the 
detachment “pushed up into” the 
Kiuling Mountains, An’ engineering 
unit led the way and widened the 
narrow trails wherever possible as.

Chinghai Closed 
To Shipping 


‘Shanghal, Apr. 6. 
Because of the tense military 
situation existing along the east 
Chekiang coast, Chinghal. important 
riverport gateway to Ningpo, the 
most’ important commercial "trade 
centre in Cheklang on which Shang- 
hal depends for the supply of many 
goods will be indefinitely and com- 
pletely closed to shipping commenc- 
Ing to-day 
received by shipping 
‘Shanghal. 

"The closing of the port has been 
ordered by General Chiang Kai- 
shek and it took effect last night 
when the ss. Taiping especially 
prepared for erecting a boom was to 
be used.

‘Shanghai steamers have indefialtely 
postponed thelr trips to the Chekiang 
port. 

‘Chinghai, it will be recalled, was 
partially closed to shipping many 
months ago for military reasons. 
Chinese authorities were considerate, 
however, since the port has im- 
portant ‘business connections with 
Shanghai. An opening was left for 
oats to proceed to the port but the 
Uhreatened large-scale attacks by the 
Japanese forces has apparently 
caused the Chinese high command 
to make the last decision, 

‘The other | important " Cheklang 
istrict now still open to Shanghat 
shipping is Wenchow. The opinion 
was, freely expressed in shipping 
lreles yesterday that it might also 
be completely closed and it it is 
closed then Shanghai will be en= 
lirely cut off from Chekiang as far 
as shipping business is concerned. 

Recently ‘Chinese military authori- 
ties have been engaged in helping 
Chinese civilians to evacuate from 
Ningpo and Wenchow presumably 
in preparation for the closing of the 
districts. Since the occupation of 
Nanchang by Japanese forces, goods 
from the interior destined for Shang- 
hal and Hongkong have been piled 
up In the two Chekiang districts but 
it fs learnt that during the past few 
days the local authorities have done 
their best to have them transported 
to thelr destinations. 

Attempt to Cross Chientang River 

‘The Japanese forees in Hangchow 
have made another futile attempt to 
‘cross the Chientang River in order 
to attack the Chinese forces stationed 
on the southern bank of the river 
‘and indicating their strong deter- 
mination in attacking east Chekiang 
‘24 war vessels are anchored along 
the coast now instead of only a few. 
"Planes have been sent up. but no 
bombs dropped. 

‘The altempt, according to Chinese 
reports, was made on Sunday last 
when "more “than 500.

Advance in Kiangsi 
Was Hard Task 


Hankow, Apr. 5. 

Nine waterways, including’ the 
4,000-metre-wide “Kan River,” were 
crossed by Japanese forces Between 
March 20 and 27 in advancing from 
south of Tehan to cut the strategically 
vital Chekiang-Kiangsi railway, Capt. 
Takeo Ogawa, a staff officer, said here 
today in recounting the spectacular 
progress made by the Japanese forces 
in Klangsi province last month. 

From the building of a bridge across 
the 100-metre-wide Siu River, under 
Chinese machine-gun and” trench 
mortar fre, to the seizure of a steam 
launch towing several junks on the 
Kan River, by three Japanese volun- 
teers, Capt. Ogawa said, the offensive 
was featured by exceptional cases of 
bravery. 

By noon on March 21, 18 hours 
afler the first crossing of the Siu 
River had been effected, Japanese 
artillery units rumbled ‘across the 
newly-completed bridge. 


Kan River Ferried 

Five waterways, in addition to the 
Siu River, had to be crossed by th

Some of the reasons for the con- 
tinued elosure of the Pearl River were 
explained by the Japanese military 
spokesman ‘at the “second.

‘Military. operations along the river, 
he said, were still in progress, and 
as secrecy was one of the essentials 
for the success ‘of these operations, 
it was not possible to allow ships to 
pais up and down the various areas 
in which the Japanese were op- 
erating, 

In addition, free passage of ships 
along the river at the present june- 
ture, he added, would. prove a consi- 
derable, hindrance tothe Japanese 
troops, who, would have continually 
to consider thet safety. 

"AS soon as_ military operations 
Permit,” the spokesman asserted, “the 
river will be opened.” 

Tn regard to the few British steam- 
cs bottled up in Canton, he said they 
all had cargo on board, and that as 
soon as this was removed they would 
be allowed to leave. 

In reply to other questions, the 
spokesman admitted that, asa check. 
against crime, the order compelling 
all Chinese to wear “good citizenship” 
badges had proved a failure. Both 
the Japanese army and navy authorl- 
ties, realizing the ineffectiveness of 
the’ system, were now considering its 
‘abolition. 

He also announced that the Japan- 
‘ese authorities hoped to abolish very 
shortly the necessity of foreigners 
carrying passes when proceeding to 
the ‘ity from Shameen, 





Japanese Controls_Commission 

Answering another question, the 
spokesman said that the Peace Pre- 
servation Committee, the local Chi- 
nese governing body, although 
enjoying more freedom than simllar 
organizations in North China, usually 
acted on the advice of a body headed 
by a Japanese, a very capable civilian 
named Nishimura, who was formerly 
chief of the bureau of local admini- 
stration of the Formosan Government, 

‘The spokesman revealed that 0

‘The Japanese authorities here will 
not countenance any _anti-British 
campaign in Canton, and. they are 
closely watching the sittation in this 
connection. This assurance was given 
by the Japanese spokesman’ at a 
press conference In reply to a for- 
eign correspondent, who drew atten 
ion to some posters he had seen in 
the city denouncing the British Yoan 
to the National Government, 

The spokesman professed ignorance 
of the origin of the posters, and as- 
serted that undoubtedly the authori- 
ties would look into the matter. 

In reply to other questions, the 
spokesman strongly denied the ‘claim 
made in Chungking that Chinese 
‘planes raided Canton a few days 
‘ago and destroyed ten large Japan- 
ese ‘planes on the ground. Since the 
‘occupation of Canton by the Japanese 
ast October, he added. the city had 
not experienced a single Chinese air 
raid. 

It’ was announced that all persons 
proceeding from Canton to oceupied 
areas in Central China, including 
‘Shanghai and Nanking, must jn future 
carry a certifeate showing that they, 
had been inoculated against cholera 
‘and smallpox. ‘This regulation, it was, 
stated, applied to foreimers as well 
as Chinese, 

71 Criminals Executed 

Speaking of the Japanese campaign 
‘against rime, the spokesman an- 
nounced that "71 Chinese, convicted 
of armed robbery or looting, were 
shot two days ago. This. was the 
‘second “mass execution of criminals 
since the eccupation, and it followed 
a swift trial, 

‘The spokesman then said he wished 
to correct a misunderstanding regard 
ing the usefulness of “good. citizen- 
ship” badges. ‘The system, he declar- 
ed, was useful at the start, but. it 
no longer served its purpose when 
too many were issted—to over 500,000 
people, all of whom, of course, could 
not claim to be good citizens, 

‘The spokesman asserted that Chi- 
nese volunteers were co-operating 
with the Japanese forces in the 
mopping-up operations inthe 
West River delta, which began on 
‘March 27. He also announced that 
the Japanese radio station in Canton 
‘would begin broadcasting on April 
10, and that, in the meantime, Toud- 
speakers were being installed in 
about 60 different points in the city 
to enable the populace to listen-in. 
Broadcasts would be made in the 
English, Jnpanese and Chinese 
Tanguages. Musical programmes. both 
Oriental and Western, would also be 
given, 

‘The spokesman finally stated that 
the Peace Preservation Committee 
had decided to open a certain number 
of elementary schools in the city.

‘The question of charter, continued 
the spokesman, was very ‘dificult to 
describe as it involved several points 
ff International Law. It was known, 
however, that in some cases a whole 
ship had been chartered by a foreign 
fiem while the former Chinese owner 
retained an interest.

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Squatter Village Destroyed 


Ten Engines Needed to Control Outbreak Behind 
Brenan Road ; Lines Carried 440 Yards 


Shanghai, Apr. 7. 


NE person was known to hive been burned to death and others 
are believed to have perished in a huge fire which destroyed 
a whole Chinese squatters’ village yesterday afternoon just behind 


Brenan Road. 
the fire destroyed everything in 
witnessed after scores of firemen 
tion under control, weeping men 


With flames leaping hundreds of feet into the air 


its path and pitiful scenes were 
had brought the huge conflagra- 
and women searching hopelessly 


among the smouldering ruins of what once had been their homes 
in an endeavour to find missing children and other relatives. 


Armed members of the “Ta Tao” 


police force, attempting to pacify 


the wailing crowds, were obliged to threaten them with Mauser 


pistols and rifles. 

Situated behind a woodyard owned 
‘by Messrs, Ballingsll & Co. on Bre- 
nan Road, the destroyed village was 
composed’ of highly inflammable 
straw and mud huts which had been 
‘hastily erected on an. old Chinese 
burial ground, Here there lived a 
population of many hundreds of Chie 
nese families, many of whom were 
employed in’ the ‘various factories 
Situated among the houses. These, 
too, imsily constructed, offered no 
resistanee to the flames and were 
completely razed 

‘Commencing in one of the huts 
shortly before 2 p.m. the fire spread 
with such a rapidity that one hour 
Tater alll that remained of the con- 
glomeration of flimsily constructed 
Buildings was a heap of smouldering 
ruins among. which Settlement fre- 
Dghtors stood directing streams of 
water from hoses whieh had had to 
be Jaid from Brenan Road through 
barbed wire entanglements, over 
house tops, and narrow lanes a dis- 
tanee of about a quarter of a mile, 


‘Ton Engines Needed 


Seriously hampered by the situation 
of the village and the fact Uhat the 
{ire engines were unable to approach 
the seat of the. flames, the fremen 
perzormed an herole taik’ contol 
ling the huge outbreak and by pre- 
venting its spreading. to adjoining 
buildings. AS it” Was ten. engines 
wore needed to control the outbreak, 
these being drawn ¢om the Bubbling 
Well, Ichang Road and Sinza divi 
slons, 

‘Arriving on the scene a few min- 
ules after the alarm had been raised, 
the first engine erews found that to 
Feach the seat of the flames would 
bea dificult task, the machines. be- 
ing’ stationed along Brenan Road, 
While barbed wire entanglements on 
the side had to be cut away to allow 
lines to pass through, “Also hamper-

Eight Houses Gutted

pletely destroyed ‘by ‘a fire which 
broke out in one of the buildings 
shortly after $30 pm. yesterday. 
Machines from” Hongkew station 
answered the alarm and were busy 
for nearly two hours, before being 
able to leave the scene. ‘The houses, 
it was understood, were not inhabited 
tnd the cause of the fire is at present 
being investigated. 

A more serious blaze, which at 
times threatened to take serious pro- 
portions, broke out at No. 85 Yalu 
Road at'6.15 p.m. on April 7 and the 
firefighters worked for 29 minutes 
prior to bringing the flames under 
control.

Six children were burned or crushed 
to death last night when a disastrous 
fire of unkown origin broke out in a 
row of small houses in new Tong- 
Jquin Road near Markham Road. While 
trying to escape, after being hastily 
awakened nine adults, seven of them 
women, were seriously burned oF 
injured,

‘Shanghai, Apr. 4. 

Breaking the usual quietness pre- 
vailing in that part of the city 
during the early morning hours, an 
undetermined number of pistol shots 
were fired on Avenue Foch shortly 
afler 1 am, yesterday when a group 
consisting of about five Koreans left 
the Ladybird Cafe at 641 Avenue 
Foch without paying their bill, 
Fortunately, no one was injured. 

According to information gathered 
yesterday, the group entered the 
‘establishment shortly before mid- 
night, ordered drinks and had a few 
dances. At 1245 am, they asked 
for thelr bill which ‘was presented 
to them, amounting to about $20. 
The guests refused to pay it on the 
grounds that they had been cheated 
as they felt that they did not have 
anywhere near the number of drinks 
billed, 

Manage to Leave 

‘The group thereupen tried to 
Jeave the dance-hall, but were 
prevented from doing so. by an 
armed watchman employed by the 
Ladybird Café and a number " of 
servants, They finally managed to 
get out, however, and ran to. thelr 
car, parked alongside, with a view 
to ‘dashing away. Alter they had 
decamped, the watchman and other 
employees of the establishment 
ralsed an alarm, yelling ““jangdaw? 
A settlement C.P.C. on duty nearby, 
thereupon comandeered a Taylor 
taxi that was coming along in. the 
same direction and attempted to 
catch up with the car In which the 
Koreans had departed a few seconds 
previously. Meanwhile, however, 
Mr. V. A. Chilikin, general manager 
and editor of the’ “Russian.

‘The registration of Russian emt 
gees in the Police Bureau of the 
Government of Greater Shanghai has 
bbeen concluded and all persons who 
have not registered thomselves and

these authorities must now pay a 
fine according to the time they have 
allowed to elapse. 

‘As the least well-to-do clement of 
all Shanghai foreigners, Russians are 
experiencing acute suffering due to 
the speculation on rents of apart 
ments, houses and — especially— 
Fooms. A room of average size at 
present ‘costs from $10. t $100, a 
‘small room draws & monthly rent of 
between $45 and $50, and even a 
tiny room that used’ to be rented 
‘out for $10 to $15 now cannot be 
found for less than §25. The winter 
fs over, the season for heating has 
almost ‘passed, yet prices continue 
to vise, and recently several large 
firms inereased their’ rent by 5010 
6 per cont. Courts are constantly. 
busy with settling cases of tenants 
being foreibly moved out of ats and 
Fooms. This state of affairs has 
‘caused a wail from the» Russian 
colony. Only a negligible percent- 
‘age of Russians have received a raise 
In salary due to the high cost. of 
living; to live as cheaply as, say, the 
Chinese is for Russians after” all 
Impossible; and the constantly. grow- 
ing rents are for many nothing short 
of a tragedy. ‘That is why the

Follow 
ing the outbreak of hostilities on 
August 13, 1937, it beeame increasing 
ly ‘evident that inereased costs of 
operation were inevitable; coal of 
Chinese origin became increasingly 
dimicult to sceure, while the cost of 
its transportation, ineluding the neces- 
sary war risk insuranee and handling 
charges, was abnormal.

whether A Fonsiex Syairaniuzen, has 
practised in any of the local courts 
and in how many. Decisions in tho 
Distriet and Consular Courts are not 
usually published and, in spite of 
humerous contradictory judgments, 
the landlord's right to increase rents 
in these eritieal times is by no means 
cleat, ‘The mutual rights of landlord 
‘and tenant evidently arise out of con- 
tract and the covenants entered into 
are therefore binding, though the 
courts of law will not enforce pay- 
ment of an increased rent where it 
does not represent a reasonable value 
for occupation, any more than it 
would enforee payment of rent, if the 
letting is for an immoral purpose. 
Certain lodgings and houses of assig: 
nation camouflaged as "boarding 
houses" ‘come. under this category. 
‘The above principle is exemplified in 
numerous eases.

Is an Increase Justified ? 


To the Editor of the 
‘“Nomtu-Cuxa Dany News’ 

Sin—For some time 1 have been 
waiting to sce a letter in your eolumns 
regarding our public rickshaws. Pre- 
sumably, the minds of most citizens 
fre preoccupied with problems that 
seem to be more important and im= 
‘mediate than those connected with the 
rickshaws. However, itis to be hoped 
that during this prolonged period of 
strife and Uncertainty, advantase will 

bbe taken of the situation to make 
the Tot of the rickshaw pullers. stil 
more unfavourable than it has been, 
Recently the rickshaw owners, pet 
tioned the Municipal Couneil for an 
increase of 20 per cent. in the rick- 
shaw rentals {0 the pullers and the 
‘matter has been referred to a special 
committee for consideration, 

Surely it should be stressed that 
though the owners may claim that 
the prevailing conditions have ine 
‘greased their expenses, yet it is also 
very true that the cost of living for 
the pullers has increased. None could 
claim that the pullers are earning 
large sums of money. At the present 
time with the large number of re~ 
fugees in Shanghat and many thous 
fands who are semiedestitute and 
sleep on the street at night, it is to 
be hoped that those labourers who 
can earn only a meagre pittance will 
not have their earnings still further 
reduced. Such a step would not be 
in the best interest of our community, 

‘Some years ago our community was 

sreatly roused by the conditions exist 
ing in the rickshaw Industry. A 
Commission was appointed to make 
an investigation and subsequently the 
Couneit appointed a commitice of 
three to carry forward some of the 
recommendations, Has the feeling of 
the community been forgotien? Have 
most of the ‘recommendations been 
truly carried out? Is there today 
tremendous improvement in the state 
of all the public rickshaws? Is it not 
true that the general public 
sympathize with the. pullers, as they 
now that stilt at this time the rick- 
shaw industry is quite a profitable 
business? During ‘the investigation 
some years ago it was found that the 
market value of a public rickshaw 
Yeense was considerably higher than 
the cost of a rickshaw. If that con- 
dition still exists today, surely it is 
‘an indication that the owners are not 
losing much money. 
1 trust that others may indicate 
heir support of the rickshaw pullers 
so that the rentals may be lowered

EPORTS circulated abroad that the British Mediterranean Fleet 

had been concentrated off Corfu and the coast of Greece was 
categorically denied by the Admiralty today.

King Ghaziof Iraq Killed 
In Motor Crash 


Baghdad, Apr. 4. 

King Ghazi 1 of Iraq, who ascended 
the throne on September 8, 1933, wits 
killed in a motor-car accident at 
about midnight last night. He was 
the second monarch to occupy the 
throne since Iraq, formerly a part of 
the Ottoman Empire, was recognized 
as an independent ‘kingdom by a 
treaty with Great Britain on October 
10, 1922, 

‘The three-year-old son of the late 
King Ghazi T has been proclaimed 
King Feisal 1 Emir Abdul Tah, 
uncle of the new ruler, has been 
appointed Regent. 

‘The King was driving his own car 
to the palace when it hit an electric 
pylon while travelling at high speed. 
He lost conciousness immediately and 








died 40 minutes after midnight of a 
fractured skull. A bulletin announe- 
ing his death was signed by five 
doctors. ‘The funeral will be fixed 
in the morning.

Paciflc Supremacy 


‘This competition, after the end of 
the world war, developed into a 
compotition for’ supremacy over the 
Pacifle. It has been the general rule 
in the arena of international com= 
petition that the flag follows trade 
And the flog is followed by warships. 
But the international situation has 60 
changed recently that warships and 
fing often rum ahead of the trade. 

‘The contest for Pacifie supremacy 
Jy one of the outstanding features of 
this situation, and since the great 
war the various powers have been 
keenly competing for the command

treaties disclosed this contest in the 
shape of figures 

‘The chain of inequality in the form 
of this ratio, “however, has been, 
broken.

‘When he frst visited Japan in 1853, 
Perry reached an agreement enabling 
America to gather her ips in 
Loochoo waters and to establish 
coaling station inthe harbour of 
but his ambition did not stop 
that. “He aspired to Ameriean oc- 
cupation of the Loochoo Islands and 
athe Bonin Islands as well, and to 
place Siam, Indo-China, Borneo and 
part of Sumatra under American ine 
uence. 

Calling at the Ogasawara (Bonin) 
Islands, Perry bought the land nec- 
essary ‘for the erection of ofmtees, 
piers and a coal depot for the use 
of the American navy, and he 
structed. the eaptain of the warship 
Plymouth to occupy the southern 
part of the islands, 

‘At-about the same time (1855-87) 
the American envoy in China, a Mr. 
Parker, suguested to his government 
that ‘Taiwan (Formosa) should be 
taken as a commercial. base between 
the United, States and the Far East. 

‘As the American Government had 
not yel become sufficiently interested 
in the Far East to take any actual 
measures to accomplish these pt 
poses, the dreams of Perry and 
Parker failed to be realized.

In recent years America inas assum- 
ed in. her military. arrangements a 
defensive attitude eastward (toward 
the Atlantic) and an offensive atti- 
tude westward (toward the Paeifle), 
‘and has been making great efforts 
to equip herself for operations in the 
Pacitle. 


US. Political Ideology 


According to her political Ideology 
‘America regards the racial develop- 
ment of the so-called totalitarian 
nations" group, In which she includes 
Japan, Germany and Italy, as a 
‘menace to democracy. She is, there 
fore, preparing for war, as can well 
bbe understood from President Roose- 
Velt's messages to Congress and the 
contents of her budget, which pro- 
vide for a large inerease of her 
armaments. 

Certainly the importance of the 
Paeifle from the military standpoint 
‘can easily be seen by looking at the 
map. Starting ip the north with the 
‘Aleutian Islands, American naval 
‘bases include Kiska, Unalaska, Sitka, 
Kodiak, Puget Sound, Tongue Point 
(Oregon), Alamenda and San Diego 
on the coast, while westward are 
Hawaii, Midway, Wake, Guam and 
‘the Philippines. 

"All this forms scalene _triang) 
some 15,000 miles in length, which 
surrounds Japan from the north, east 
‘and south. In the southwest Britain 
has a strong fortress at Singapore, 
commanding the western gate of the 
Pacific, while the eastern gateway, 
the Panama Canal, is a stronghold 
of the American navy.

In 
1922 the American Government began | 
building Pearl Harbour into a base 
capable of accommodating the whole 
navy, at a cost of some $43,000,000. 
Since then nearly every year has 
seen fresh improvements being made.

being constructed at another bay on 
the same island of Oahu. 

‘The strategic importance of Mid 
way and Wake Islands became no- 
ticeable when they were made ports| 
of call for the American trans-Pacific 
‘ir service, in 1995. Both are equip- 
ped as naval air bases, and the im- 
Provement of Midway at a cost of 
$5,350,000 is planned. It is only 2,000]

Island, It is also a relay point for 
the trans-Pacifie cable. 

‘From Hawaii southward to Ameri 
can Samoa, which has a naval base

‘2g bases, forming a strategic chain 
that certainly will play an important 
part in future operations of the 
American navy in the Pacife. 

Nearest to Japan in the north are 
the Aleutian Islands, and the Ameri- 
can Government is stretching itself 
to. strengthen their fortifications. 
Dutch Harbour, near the eastern 
extremity of the chain, and Kiska, 
hear the western extremity, have 
been well-known for thelr import 
‘nee, and recently Kodiak hos been 
added as a base. 

According to experts, if hostilities 
should break out between Japan and 
the United States, the American navy 
wil try to attack the northeastern 
coast of Japan from these points as 
bases. 

‘Then at the southern tip of Alaska 
Js Sitka, near to Canada, (the close 
neighbour which the United States is 
Dractically pledged to protect.) The 
American navy proposes to spend 
$8,750,000 and. $2,900,000 respectively 
fon its bases at Kodiak and Sitka. 


Britain's Position 


It Is but natural that Britain should 
havea greater interest in the 
Pacific than the United States, poli- 
tically and economically, as well as: 
militarily. 

Tn the present China Incident, 
Britain, seeming unable to appreciate 
the real objective of the holy war 
that Japan is fighting in China, and 
from’ groundless. fear of the loss of 
her rights and interests in the Far 
ost, as well as in anticipation of a 
possible menace to India and the 
other Dominions, has been giving. 
continuous assistance to the anti- 
Japanese régime of Chiang Kai-shek, 
in order to exert pressure on Japan, 
who once was her ally. 

‘On acquiring Singapore in 1826 
Britain’ decided jt would afford a 
naval base of paramount importance, 
and proceeded accordingly. It has 
now been turned into an impreg- 
able fortress. Since the outbreak of 
the China Incident Singapore — has 
een an important point in the route 
of the supply of arms and munitions 
to the Chinese through Hongkong. 

Moreover, under a semi-wartime 
régime, the Singapore base is making 
preparations for the future activities 
‘Of Britain's Far East fleet, ond has. 
Stored up stocks of munitions and 
fuel sufficient to support war opera~ 
tions of the flect in Par East seas 
for at least six. months. 


Five Capital Ships Due 

‘The strength of Britain's Eastern 
feet, including the China Squadron, 
the ‘East Indian Squadron, the Aus 
tralian Fleet, and the New Zealand 
Squadron, is as follows at present: 
12 cruisers, 1 seaplane carrier, 14 
destroyers, 1. submarine mother-ship, 
17 submarines, and 36 others, making. 
a total of 81.” It is anticipated that 
‘with the progress of her naval rearm- 
ament, Britain will reinforee the 
‘above’ with five capital ships _ and 
another seaplane earrier—a total of

Japan is surrounded by enemies, 
(potential and actual) on all. sides, 
Can she emerge from this, dimeult 
position?

Japan has 
Sent great armies to the continent, 
she has lost much in precious human. 
lives and wealth, she has had to face 
pressure and threats from various 
powers, but she maintains her ten- 
Belly of purpose.

U, S, POLITICAL TRENDS 
By Sacrmsoxian, 


‘The general outline of the political situa~ 
tion in the United States can be summed up 
in a few brief sentences. ‘The country is 
swinging to the Right. The New Deal has 
ceased {0 have any particular popular appeal. 
Congress is no longer a “rubber stamp” but 
on the contrary is more likely to oppose a 
policy advocated by the President than accept. 
it, The leadership in the Democratic party 
is in the hands of the Conservative wing. 
‘The conclusion to be drawn from all this is 
that in 1940 there will be a change of Ad- 
ministration. It may be a change to a Con- 
servative Demoeratic Administration but the 
odds are slightly better than even that the! 
new President will be a Republican. 

‘This outline represents the probabilities at 
the moment. ‘There may be some unexpected 
‘change in the general situation which would 
alter the entire picture. A European war 
undoubtedly would. It also assumes that the 
Republican leadership will not fall into any 
eyregious errors. ‘This latter assumption is 
not so rash as it might appear to be on the 
surface for at the moment the errors are’ 
being made by the Administration while the 
Republicans are being surprisingly astute.

munitions makers and others commercially:

 reearmament programme. ‘The Guam issue 
was turned into a question of whether the 
United States wished to be in a position, first, 
to wage an offensive war and sceondiy, to 
defend the Phillipines.

an lack of foresight and intelligence. Since’ 
the country no longer responds to altacks on.

changed and they now roar as gently as any 
sucking dove. Harmony, co-operation and 
national unity are the watchwords. 

The attitude is undoubtedly in keeping with 
popular desire but it is doubiful if the general 
ublic will accept such an attitude from those 
associated in the past with a very different) 
fone. Any electorate tends to think of policy 
im terms of people. It would not elect Re- 
publicans to carry out a New Deal programme 
‘and it will not elect New Dealers to carry out 

i-New-Deal programme, 

Former President Hoover towards the close 
of his Presidency recognized that the depres- 
sion required greater government interven- 
ion in the economic life of the nation than 
hhad hitherto been the practice of the Ad- 
ministration. But even if this change of mind 
had been more astutely and emphatically 
‘stressed he would have been defeated. If a 
new start was to be made the electorate pre- 
ferred to make the new state in a new 
carriage. Hoover will always be associated 
with the depression; the justice of such an’ 
association is beside the point. The New Deal 
‘will always be associated with a period of 
intense political exeitement and aggressive 
action against those opposed to its principles. 
If the time has come for a change of tempo 
‘and a change of method, then the time has. 
also come for a change in’ personnel. 

‘The Administration is now trying to present 
tselE to the country as sincerely anxious for| 
tranquillity and harmony and for the co- 
operation of business and government, of 
business and labour and of the two rival 
groups of organized trade unions. However 
sincere its intentions may be they are 
naturally suspect. ‘There is something. ironi 
cal in the fact that the man who was, during | 
the’ last election, chiefly identified with the: 
New Deal programme, the Relief Administra 
tor, Mr. Harry Hopkins, should now that he 
has become Secretary of Commerce be the 
man chosen to bring about harmony in the 
industrial world, 

His first public speech as a Cabinet member 
was conciliatory. He told business that it 
had nothing to fear from the Government's 
policies; in the future they would be directed 
to the ‘task of creating an environment of 
confidence. Business was urged to sct aside 
its fears, invest and expand and increase the 
national wealth of the country. If it did this 
it would got profits and because of increased 
business the Government would get sulicient 
taxes to balance the budget. Unemployment 
and relief expenditures would alike diminish, 

‘Two opinions about Mr. Hopkins are held 
in business circles. One is that beeause he is 
80 close {0 the President, his personal friend
